No Effective Competition 
In discussing the question Mr. Lang: 
ley said; “KB, A. P, Partridge, of Sint- 
aluta, an eloquent advocate of sam- 
ple market has said that British mil- 
lers would be represented on such a 
market in Winnipeg and 
would be effective competition in the 
purchase of wheat. In reply to this I 
would say that when I was In Great 
Britain last summer investigating 
this question I asked the Vernon peo 
ple and the Rankeg, leading millers of 
England, and other large millers, 
whether their representative would 
to select types 
within the grade. I was never taken 
seriously in this matter. The Britis. 
millers always believed that I was 
jesting. Your Canadian wheat: is it 
self a type, they said. I may also say 
that I would not expect to see a_sin- 
gle Canadian milla on a Winnipeg 
sample market competing for wheat. 
These dealers are all able to select 
their grain through their country ele 
vators. Tue only active buyers will 
be the men who are interested in mix- 
ing wheat and when the unlimited 
blending of grain is introduced, what 
is known as the high line of our wheat 
will be destroyed in all the higher 
grades. The top will disappear and 
the general character of our product 
on the foreign market will be chang- 
ed. The farmer will suffer and will 
not bé aware of it. In one case out 
of ten a producer will get a cent a 
bushel more on the sample market as 
a@ premium for good grain within the 
grade, but as a result of mixing he 
will lose thig cent and also another 
cent a bushel while the remaining nine 
farmers Will lose two cents a bushel. 
The only way in which the country 
could ascertain how much the farmer 
was losing would be to send certain 
large quantities of graded whéat to 
the Old Country in its natural state 
without mixing. It would then be- 
come apparent how much loss was en- 
tailed through the process of mixing.” 
Fears Tie-Up of Traffic 
Asked what effect the establish= 
ment of a’‘sample market would have 
on the transportation of Saskatcho- 
wan wheat to the seaboard, Mr. Lang- 
ley ‘was still more emphatic, I would 
prefer, he sald, not to say 
on the quéstion of transportation. 1 
am not interested in railway compan- 
jes. I do not want even to appear to 
be concerned about any railway. The 
people in whom I am interested are 
the struggling farmers of Saskatche- 
wan. I have found that the railway 
companies are quite able to protect 
themselves and what I am doing in 
this matter is in the interests of our 
grain growers. The truth is, how- 
ever, the truth. when all is said and 
done. In the name of all that is holy, 
what the sample’ market would do 
would be to bung up our railway 
transportation ten times worse than it 
is ever bunged up now. Our system 
between Regina and Fort William 
would be right out on the hummer. 
Even after the present great rush is 
over I would anticipate very serious 
trouble if this change is made. The 
congestion at Winnipeg might at any 
time become hopeleas and desperate 
with great resulting loss to shippers. 
J. H. Haslam, chairman of the com- 
mission, C. A. Dunning, vice-president 
of the Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Elevator company, A. F. Mantle, de 
puty minister of agriculture, and oth- 
er members of the commission who 
ttudied this question in Europe have 
already expressed their views on the 
sample market. Dr. Oliver, of the uni- 
versity, who was also .0 the party, 
confined his work to the matter of 
farm credits and did not consider the 
grain trade.—-The “Free Press.”

In addition to this the 
company has inaugurated a policy of not 
selling one acre of this vast tract to any 
but practical irrigationists, and with men 
who ar scientific famners, who have 
made a study of irrigation, and who 
know what it is possible to do under the 
the system of irrigating their lands prop- 
erly, the success of the project and the 
building up of the entire section in which 
the eastern section of the irrigation block 
ia located, is already assured.’’

the Rocky Mountains reserve in Alberta, 
with the immense’ area of 13,373,856 
acres most of. which is remote from set- 
tlement, fire destroyed only 1,150 acres 
of young timber, whose present value 
was small, and mature timber to the 
value of $150,000, The total area‘ burnt 
on this reserve was but two one-hundred- 
ths of one per cent of the above acreage, 
and it is likely, when the reporta are 
complete from the other reserves, which 
are smaller and usually better protected, 
that the aggregate area burnt over by 
fire will be no greater than one one-hun- 
dredth of one per cent of the total reser- 
ved area. The significance of this figure 
is apparent by comparison with the cor- 
responding figure for the National For- 
ests in the United States, where the area 
burnt over by fire in 1918, although ad- 
mittedly the smallest in recent years, 
vas about 0.03 per cent of the total area, 
That the fire loss on Dominion reserves 
in the West has been so remarkably 
small is due in large measure to the fact 
that the Government rangers unceasingly 
sought, and obtained, the co-operation 


of all with whom they came in contact, 
whether settler, Indian, hunter, tourist 
or packer. Thenew fire posters ask for 
this co operation instead of demanding 
it as previously; a plea for it’ is printed 
on railway time-tables and on hunting 
licenses; it is secured from homesteadera 
by providing them with fire-fighting tools 
and by connecting rural telephone lines 


with rangur stations on forest reserves, 
and even the many of whom 
were careless with fire, are now induced 
to assist in its prevention by being pres- 
ented honorary metal badges by the 
Dominion Government. -Carlessness is 
the chief cause of forest fire and by ita 
elimination the greatest difficulty in for- 
est fire protection is overcome.

ment of rates in western Canada, The 
central prairie cities will benefit most by 
this readjustment, although all cities and 
classes will derive considerable benefit 
from the work of the board. Commer- 
cial centres such as Medicine Hat, 
Moosejaw, Regina and Saskatoon, willno 
longer have to compete against discrim- 
inatory rates granted to larger centres 
in the east. Winnipeg will secure bene- 
fite by this readjustment and so will Cal- 
gary, but not in the degree that the cen- 
tral prairie commercial centres will. 
Vancouver will reap meny advantages 
under the readjustment, 


Wm. Georgeson is visiting Winnipeg 
and to the News-Telegram’s correspond- 
ent, said. 

‘Ido not thik that the railway com- 
mission can accomplish very much in 
the way of reduction of the freight 
rates in western Canada.’’ 

Speaking of reasons which will prevent 
the action of the commission being very 
far reaching, Mr. Georgeson explained 
that the rates, which would be fair to 
the C. P. R. serving as thatcompany does 
an old settled country, would not be fair 
to the C. N. R. or the G. T. P. which 
have only begun to develop their terri- 
toay and have a smaller volume of busi- 
ness in consequence. 

Mr. Georgeson, however stated on the 
other hand that the rate. in lumber and 
coal from the western provinces, if re 
duced, ‘would have the effect ot develop- 
ing the west instead of the present prac- 
tice of bringing coal from Pennsylvania.

According to the latest English Board 
of Trade statistics, bread in London, Eng- 
land costa 2.885 cents a pound. In Ot- 
tawa the price is 4 cents a pound; néarly 
twice as much, Yet the British loaf is 
largely made from Canadian grain, 
shipped six or seven thousand miles. 

Meditim roast beef in London costs 13 
cents a pound, An Ottawa butcher 
would charge 14 cents for the same. Prime 
“Colonial” beef costs the Londoner 15 
cents and the very best British beef 22 
cents a pound, Sirloin steak in Ottawa 
costs 24 cente a pound, The Canadian 
duty on beef is three cents a pound, 

“Colonial” mutton “fis London shops 
costs from 5,76 to 15 cents a pound. 
Mutton at Ottawa retails at 20 cents. 
The Canadian duty on mutton is three 
cents @ pound, 

Good quality bacon is sold in Ottawa 
at 25 cents a pound, The Londoner 
only pays from 19 to 20 1-2 centa for the 
very best. The Canadian duty is two 
cents a pound, 

Canadian and other colonial butter re- 
tails in London at 27 cents a pound. It 
costs an Ottawan 30 and 32 cents a 
pound to butter his bread. The Cana- 
dian duty is four cents a. pound, 

Canadian cheese sells in London at 17 
cents a pound, In Canada, where it is 
made, it retails for 18 to 20 cents, The 
Canadian duty is three cents. 

Flour retails in London for 9 5-8 cents 
a pound. In Canada, where the wheat 
is grown and made, flour retails for 4 4-5 
cents a barrel. 

Granulated sugar costs 5 cents a pound 
in Ottawa. The Londoner gets the same 
quality for 4 cents a pound. The Cana- 
dian duty is $1.08 per hundred pounds. 

Potatoes in London cost 1.07 cents per 
pound. In Ottawa they cost 1,01 centa. 
The Canadian duty is twenty cents a 
bushel. 

No argument can offset these facts. 
Canada grows or manufactures ‘all these 
articles and exports a good many of 
them. Importation is checked by the 
tariff. The Canadian consumer ‘pays

Advices have been received in Lon- 
don from Lisbon to the effect that not 
only has an agreement been com- 
pleted, but that the purchase money 
bas already been paid by the two 
powers to Portugal.

anything else. 

There can be no doubt that the 
discussions which led up to the agree- 
ment had an excellent effect in clear- 
ing the air between Britain and Ger- 
many. They were, of course, rendered 
easier by he fact that some time be- 
fore the Boer war a similar agreement 
was come to. It was then not carrted 
out, as the war increased the com- 
mercial competition between the two 
countries and the German naval pol- 
icy combined to decrease the cordial- 
ity of the relations. 


GERMANY WILL HAVE 
60,000,000 PEOPLE IN. 1930 


BERLIN.—Germany will have 80,- 
000,000 inhabitants in 1930, twice its 
population when the empire was 
founded in 1871, according to an esti- 
mate based on the vital statistics for 
the empire for 1912, The non-Prus- 
tian states have come to the rescue 
with 2000 more births than in 1911, 
offsetting the decrease of 3,042 in 
birth in Prussia ,on which such 
gloomy assumption of Germany's 
Stagnation in population were based 
when the Prussian statistics were pub- 
lished a few weeks ago. 

The number of deaths in 1912. was 
the smallest ever recorded and the 
number of marriages, the greatest, so 
that statistics dn the whole make a 
most ‘satisfactory showing.
